Fire was discovered in the line new 


resilience of Tho.-,. E. Xash on Mon- 
day evening and in spite of ihe ef- 
forts of the lire companies from both 
sides of the city and the 
assembled 


spectators, nothing effective could be 
done and when day dawned on Tues- 
day nothing but the walls and a heap 
of tangled debris remained to mark 
the spot where but a short time before 
had stood one of the finest, residences 
in this section of the country. 


Tlie fire, when discovered, was in 


the basement, and was not large, be- 
ing confined to that part of the house, 
but before a stream of water was ob- 
tained it had spread to the upper lloors 
and by the time the first stream was 
secured llames were bursting from the 
upper windows. 


At this time the 
entire 
building 


appeared a mass of flames but inside of 
an hour it seemed as if the fireman 
had gained the upper hand and were 
in a fair way to save much of the 
structure, which was not '.he case, 
however, and 
the lire continued to 


burn until there was little left, but a 
pile of ruins. 


The fire was discovered about eleven 


o'clock and i'. was then in the north- 
east corner of UIK basement near the 
furnace. 
An alarm was sounded at 


once and the east side lire company 
and the steamer 
were soon on the 


ground. 
Those with 
the steamer 


were unable to find a place on the 
steep bank on which to place the 
steamer until the water had got so 
low in the boiler that it was danger- 
ous to work the machine. 
It was 


taken back to the cast side engine 
house and the boiler refilled when it 
was again brought to the scene of 
action and worked with good elTect. 


In the meantime the west side com- 


pany was slow to assemble and when 
they did get their hose wagon out 
there was no team to haul it. In the 
extremity 
the 
wagon 
was drawn 


nearly half way to the fire by hand, 
when a team was secured and the re- 
mainder of the distance made in good 
time. 


It was 
reported 
that 
forty-live 


minutes elapsed between the time of 
sounding the first alarm and the se- 
curing of the first stream of water. 
Tlie west side company soon had the 
flames subdued enough so that it 
seemed as if a greater part of the 
building would be saved. Soon after 
one o'clock, however, the flames broke 
forth again and in spite of the efforts 
of both companies the roof and its 
supports were so burned that every- 
thing but the walls fell in a heap of 
ruins. 


This last outbreak of the fire was 


caused by the failure of the west side 
watei works, so the firemen were left 
without water of any kind until the 
engine got to work. 
It seems that 


there had gradually accumulated in 
the stack at the pumping station a de- 
posit of soot, which took fire and heat- 
ed the stack red hot, so that the engi- 
neer in charge had to shut down the 
pumps and draw the fire, fearing the 
building was going to burn. 


The two companies 
worked until 


eight o'clock in the morning and after 
that the west side company kept a 
stream playing on the ruins until the 
last vestige of fire had disappeared. 


Mr. Nash estimates his loss on the 


building at from fifteen to eighteen 
thousand dollars, and there is an in- 
surance of S9,000 on the structure. 


How the fire originated is not known 


and the mystery will probably never 
be solved. 
Many thought that be- 


cause the flames started near the fur- 
nace that this must have caused the 
disaster, but Mr. Nash thinks this 
could hardly be possible. 
The fur- 


nace room had a cement floor with 
brick sides and a brick arch overhead. 


Mr. Nash is of the opinion that one 


of the workmen may "nave thrown a 
match into a corner or emptied a pipe 
where coals were formed and smold- 
ered along until late at night when it 
broke into flame. There is a possibil- 
ity of there having been some oily 
rags or waste left about which under 
certain conditions will cause spon- 
taneous combustion in a very short 
time. 


The house was not occupied at the 


time of the fire, it having been Mr. 
Nash's idea to move into the new 
home sometime before the holidays. 
All of the interior woodwork had been 
finished and in fact everything of a 
[jcrmaneut nature had been placed in 
position and the painters were grad- 
ually closing up their work and but a 
few days more would have seen the 
building readv for occupancy. 


The new house was to have been one 


of the handsomest in this part of the 
state and it was calculated at the start 
that the 
outlay 
on the buildings, 


etc., would aggregate 550,000. It is 
understood, however, that this amount 
would have been much exceeded be- 
fore the work was finished. The in- 
terior of the building had been fin- 
ished in the choicest woods, and all 
the fittings were of the very best, and 
the building had every modern con- 
venience that it is possible to put into 
a home. The construction had been 
along the fireproof plan as much as 
possible without using brick and steel 
altogether as is done in the great city 
buildings, the lathing being of steel 


I to be more permanent as well as to 


add to the resistance against just such 
a catastrophe as overtook the building.. 


Mr. Nash, while irreatly disappoint- 


ed over the frustration of his plans of 
occupying his new home, accepted his 
loss philosophically and immediately 
set about having the work restarted, 
as much as can be during tiie cold 
weather that will soon be prevalent 


The walls of the building are in fairly 
good condition, only one showing the 
effects of the heat and it is thought 
that they can be saved intact, as the 
heat was not great enough at 
any- 


time to injure them materially, the 
fire having at no time reached a stage 
that would be destructive to brick 
work on account of the steady appli- 
cation of water. 


In speaking of the lire Mr. Nash 


said that any danger from lire to the 
new building had never entered his 
mind as so many precautions had been 
taken to make the structure fire proof 
and to surround everything where any 
lire was to be carried with tire proof 
material. 
-Mr. Nash and tamily have 


occupied their old home for the past 
twenty years and it being a frame 
structure and at this time pretty old, 
it would not have been such a sur- 
prise to have been driven out by a 
eonllagration at almost any time. 


People who witnessed the destruc- 


tion of the new house were universal 
in their regret, not so much on ac- 
count of the pecuniary loss, but for 
the disappointment that it must of 
necessity cause the owner. 


Mr. Nash had several experts on the 


ground on Wednesday, when the loss 
to the building was estimated to be 
between S18,0(IO and 520,0(10. 
A con- 


tract was also 
immediately entered 


into by which the reconstruction of 
the building will commence at once, 
and the contractor agrees to get it 
under roof inside of twenty days. 
After this the work in all parts will 
be rushed foi ward as rapidly as pos- 
sible.

Game Warden's Estimates. 


Wausau Record: Geo. \V. Hrown, 


deputy game warden for this district, 
was in town Saturday and in conver- 
sation with a representative of the 
Daily Record slated that the amount 
of deer being shipped was something 
enormous. He states that during the 
shipping season which began Nov. IS, 
that the express companies have been 
taxed to their utmost capacity. lie 
estimates that the average shipment 
over the Wisconsin Central lias been 
at least one hundred per day. The 
Northwestern has carried about the 
same number per day, while the val- 
ley division of the St. Paul has aver- 
aged about fifty per dav. 


Mr. Brown has made a great many 


sie/.ures of game, but wherever he has 
made the discovery that the hunter 
was trying to comply with the law, he 
has released the sie/.ure. He has good 
cases against about twenty persons in 
this district who have violated the 
law, 
who will be arrested and prose- 


cuted as soon as the season is over. 


Mr. Brown slates that the country 


north of Marshfield is full of quail, 
chickens, partridges, etc., and that 
there are lots of market hunters on 
the ground who have restored to all 
sorts of schemes to get their game to 
market. 
These violators have all 


been spotted and will soon be arrested 
and tried.

ated a change in their time which will 
no doubt prove quite an improvement 
over the old schedule.

Keporl on the Condition of the Bridfje 


Submlltvd. 


At the meeting »f 
the 
common 


ci'iiiu'il on Tuesday evening. Mayor 
\Vheelan made a report on tho condi- 
tion of the bridge which spans the 
Wisconsin river at this point. The 
examination of the bridge was made 
by Jacob Winger, who is employed by 
the St. Paul company in the capacity 
of btidge builder anil who is thor- 
oughly conversant with such matters. 


Mr. Winger's examination was quite 


thorough and he found that the bridge 
is in bad condition, although in no 
immediate ilanger of dropping into 
the river, as some people imagine. 
The uprights on the bridge were bored 
intiiand lound to be pretty generally 
rotted near the center. 


Mr. Winger said that the condition 


of the bridge was not alarming, and 
that it was not unsafe at the present 
time, but that in-onler to-mnintnin it 
for one year it would be necessay lo 
make extensive repairs, which would 
probably cost 51,01)0. 


Mr. Winger stated also that if care 


were taken to properly distribute the 
weighl of loads crossing the structure 
that it would undoubtedly stand for 
one year without any repairs, and he 
suggested that a man be employed to 
look after the bridge, to keep the snow 
cleaned from the structure and to see 
that no undue weight was assembled 
n any one part. Mr. Winger also 
stated that there was no danger of the 
bridge collapsing suddenly, but that 
there would be a gradual spreading of 
the uprights which would give warning 
of a coining disaster. 


The 
mayor 
appointed Aldermen 


Jackson, McCarthy and 
Kellogg a 


committee to report on the cost of a 
new wagon bridge and also for repairs 
on the present structure. 


The application of the (iraml Rapids 


Lighting it Power company for a 
franchise lo put in an electric railway 
through this city was denied by the 
council. 


Supervisor.!. W. Cochran tendered 


his resignation as a member of the 
county board from Ihe nth ward, and 
II.

received on account of a defective 
street crossing. 
This matter was 


referred to the city attorney. 


The council resolved itself into a 


board of health at the close of the 
regular business and a resolution was 
adopted for the investigation of cases 
where small pox has been prevalent in 
a family and the matter has not been 
reported. 
It seems that there have 


been several light cases of smallpox 
in the city where no physician was em- 
ployed and the heads of the families 
have not reported the matter and the. 
families were not quarantined, thus 
exposing a great many to the disease. 
There is a tine of from five to twenty- 
live dollars for negligence of this sort 
and it is the intention of the board of 
health to punish the offenders as the 
law provides. 


The council then adjourned.

Schaick of the Fourth infantry, who was 
out scoutiug with five men, encountered 
150 bolomeu who were returning after 
having sacked the defenseless towu of 
Siaraca, near Cavite. 
Upon seeing the 


Filipinos, Van Schaick ordered his men 
to charge them. 
The command 
was 


obeyed, and, Van'Sehaick being mount- 
ed, reached the insurgents sixty yards in 
advance o£ his meu. He killed three of 
them with his revolver. 
An insurgent 


tired his rille point-blank nt Van Schaick 
at four paces but missed. 
Lieut. Van 


Kchaick was knocked from his horse. He 
jumped to his feet and engaged in a hand- 
to-hand conflict with the en'emy. using 
the butt of his revolver. 
He sustained 


two severe wounds, one of which nearly 
fevered his 'wrist. At this point the lieu- 
tenant's men arrived, rescued him. and 
put the insurgents to Might. Van Schaick 
is in the military hospital at Manil:i, ami 
is doing well, lie has already been rec- 
ommended for a medal of honor for brav- 
ery iu a previous engagement.

and guns that take lo tlie field. The 
farmer boy who pots the quail when 
they go to tlie stacks and barnyards 
to feed is another enemy of tlie quail, 
but he is among the evils against which 
the law has intervened and the sturdy 
little bird must be killed in legitimate 
sport or not at all. You can scarcely 
go amiss in pursuit of quail in case 
you know their ways. 
If tlie weather 


be fair the birds will be on their feed- 
ing ground at sunrise, among the slub- 
ble or in the rag-weed patches. About 
JO they have satisfied their appetites 
and seek the sunny side ot some covert 
by the nearest stream where they can 


cover, if it can locale u fresn meadow 
where the soil is rich anil the crop of 
worms prolific, it is sure to make this 
a feeding ground while tlie attraction 
remains. 
You can detect one of these 


haunts by the Inspection of paths or 
other bare spots, for tne snipe leave 
their trail In the tiny holes bored by 
their long bills in the search for food.

Abollt Selling. Apples. 


If apples are sold to commission men 


or fruit dealers It is best to consult, 
them as to the lime and manner of 
picking, grading 
and 
packing, says 


Farmers' Tribune. They are familiar 
with the wauls of the trade and know 
best how to meet Its demands. A-large 
crop of good winter apples can some- 
times be disposed of to the best advan- 
tage by selling in the orchard for a 
lump sum. This obviates the work and 
worry of marketing, and holding such 
a perishable crop for higher prices is 
risky business. 
It is not .apt to pay 


unless one is a good judge of the. mar- 
ket and the'fniitjs well stored. Where 
the apples are sold on the trees one 
should be able to correctly estimate the 
quantity of apples on a tree and know 
the highest price which they will com- 
mand ou the market. But however the 
crop is sold, it Is well for the orchnrd- 
ist to have the picking under his con- 
trol, as trees are often injured, limbs 
broken, etc. 


Kertitixinir House Plants. 


The following formula is one of Hie 


best mixtures for house plants, and the 
ingredients may be obtained at any 
drug store at small expense: Sodium 
nitrate, ihrec-fourths of a. pound; drj 
sodium phosphate, oue-quarlcr of a 
pound; sodium sulphate, one-half of a 
pound. Pulvcrixe and mix thoroughly, 
packing away In a covered jar. When 
wanted for use dissolve at the rale of 
one tablesoouful of the mixture to a 
fjallpn of hot water, and when cool ap- 
ply nt the rate of a half cupful to Hit 
soil iu a. six-inch pot, once In 
two 


weeks. 
Tills fertilizer will 
improve 


the growth of all plants except calls 
lilies and others ot a similar class, 
which do much better when stnbie ma- 
uure is freely used. 


The General Portiosc Cow. 


The farmer who keeps a few cows 


generally desires lo obtain the largest 
possible quantity of milk and yet have 
animals that will make good aud prof- 
itable beef when they are desired for 
that purpose. 
This kind of a cow 


should be of pood form, but she should 
be large and «f the shape most accu- 
rately described by the word "riiomy.'' 
She, should lie a good milker in every 
sense ot the word, of docile disposition, 
capable of bearing a large calf, and 
yet easily fattened when dry.

Fire was discovered in the fine new 


I residence of Thos.. E. Xash on Moii- 
I day evening and in spite of the ef- 


forts of the fire companies from both 


' sides of the city and the assembled 
i spectators, nothing effective could be 
I done and when day dawned on T«e»- 
day nothing but the walls and a heap 
of tangled debris remained to mark 
the spot where but ashore time before 
had stood one of the finest resiliences 
in this section of the country. 


The fire, when discovered, was in 


the basement, and was cot large, be- 
ing confined to that part of the house, 
but before a stream of water was ob- 
tained it had spread to the upper floors 
and by the time the first stream was 
secured flames were bursting from the 
upper windows. 


At this time the entire building 


apoeared a mass of flames bui inside of 
an hour it seemed as if the fireman 
had gained the upper hand and were 
| in a fair way to save much of the 
structure, which was not the case, 
however, and the fire continued to 
burn until there was little left, but a 
pile of rusns. 


The fire was discovered about eleven 


o'clock and i- was then in the north- 
east corner of the basement near the 
furnace. An alarm was soauded at 
once and. the east side fire company 
and the steamer were soon on the 
ground. 
Those with 
the steamer 


were unable to find a place on the 
steep bank on which to place the 
steamer until the water had got so 
low in. the boiler that it was danger- 
ous to work the machine. 
It was 


taken back to the east side engine 
iiouse and the boiler refilled when it 
was again brought to the scene of 
action and worked with good effect- 


In the meantime the west side com- 


pany was slow to assemble and when 
they did get their hose wagon out 
there was no team to haul it- In the 
extremity the 
wagon was drawn 


nearly half way to the fire by hand, 
when a team was secured and the re- 
mainder of the distance made in good 
time. 


It was 
reported 
that forty-five 


minutes ela-psed between the time of 
sounding the first alarm and the se- 
curing of the first streaai of water. 
The west side company sooa had the 
flames subdued enough so that it 
seemed as if a greater part of the 
building would be saved. Soon after 
one o'clock, however, the flames broke 
forth again and in spite of tne efforts 
of both companies the roof and its 
supports were so burned that every- 
thing but the walls fell in a heap—of-j 
ruins. 
j 


This last outbreak of the fire was ' 


caused by the failure of the west side 
water works, so the firemen were left 
without water of any kind until the 
engine got to work. 
It seems that 


there had gradually accumulated in 
the stack at the pumping station a de- 
posit of soot, which took fire and heat- 
ed the stack: red hot. so that the engi- 
neer in charge had to shut down the 
pumps and draw the fire, fearing the 
building was going to burn. 


The two companies worked until 


eight o'clock in the morning and after 
that the west side company kept a 
stream playing on the ruins until the 
last vestige of lire had disappeared. 


Mr. Xash estimates his loss on the 


building at from fifteen to eighteen 
thousand dollars, and there is an in- 
surance of S9,000 on the structure. 


How the fire originated is not knovrn 


and the mystery will probably never 
be solved. 
Many thought that be- 


cause the flames started near the fur- 
nace that this must have caused the 
disaster, but Mr. Xash thinks this 
could hardly be possible. 
The fur- 


nace room had a cement floor with 
brick sides and a brick arch overhead. 


Mr. Xash is of the opinion that one 


of the workmen may have thrown a 
match into a corner or emptied a pipe 
•where coals -were formed and smold- 
ered along until late at night when it 
broke into flame. There is a possibil- 
ity of there having been some oily 
rags or waste left about which under 
certain conditions will cause spon- 
taneous combustion in a very short 
time. 


The honse was not occupied at the 


time of the fire, it having been Mr. 
Xash's idea to move into the new 
home sometime before the holidays. 
All of the interior woodwork had been 
finished and in fact everything of a 
permanent nature had been placed in 
position and the painters were grad- 
ually closing up their work and but a 
few days more would have seen the 
building ready for occupancy. 


The new house was to have been one 


of the handsomest in this part of the 
state and it was calculated at the start 
that the 
outlay 
on the buildings, 


etc-, would aggregate 550,000. It is 
understood, however, that this amount 
would have been much exceeded be- 
fore the work -was finished. The in- 
terior of the building had been fin- 
ished in the choicest woods, and all 
the fittings were of the very best, and 
the building had every modern con- 
venience that it is possible to put into 
a home. The construction had been 
along the fireproof plan as much as 
possible without using brick and steel . 
altogether as is done in the great city 
buildings,^he lathing being of steel 
to be more permanent as well as *o 
add to the resistance^against just such 
a catastrophe as overtook the building. 


Mr. Xash, while greatly disappoint- 


ed over the frustration of his plans of 
occupying his new home, accepted his 
loss philosophically and immediately 
set about having the work restarted, 
as much as can be during the cold 
weather that will soon be prevalent.' 


The walls of the building are in f airly 
good condition, only one showiag-the 
effects of the heat and it is,"thought 
that they can be saved intact* as the 
heat was not great enough at any 
time to injure them materially, the 
fire having at no time reached a stage 
that would be destructive to brick 
work oa account of the steady appli- 
cation of water. 


In speaking- of the fire Mr. Xash 


said that any danger from fire to the 
new building- had nex-er entered his 
mind as so many precautions had been 
taken to make the structure fire proof 
and to surround evervtiiing- wiiere any 
fire was to be carried" with fire proof 
material. Mr. Xash and family have 
occupied their old home for the past 
twenty years and it being a frame 


1 structure and at th>s time pretty old, 


it would not have been such a. sur- 
prise to have been driven out by a 
conriagratioti at almost any time. 


People who witnessed the destruc- 


tion of the new house were universal 
in their regret, not so much on ac- 
count of the pecuniary losv. but for 
the disappointment that it must of 
necessity cause the owner. 


Mr. Xash had several experts on the 


ground on U'eduesday, when the loss 
to the building was estimated to be 
between 318,000 and 520,000. A con- 
tract was also immediately entered 
into by which the reconstruction of 
the building will commence at once, 
and the contractor agrees to get it 
under roof inside of twenty days. 
After this the work ia all parts will 
be rushed forward as rapidly as pos- 
sible.

Mr. Whsgee—r-esaiaiiiatloii was quit* 
thorough and he found that the bridge 
is in bad condition, although in 110

rotted near the center.

Tlie Country'* Prosperity. 


During the last five years business con- 


accuracy, known as "trusts." appeal es- 
peclallv to hatred and fear. These are 
precisely the two emotions, pariieolarly 
when combined with .Ignorance, which un- 
"flt m«>n for the exercise of cool and steady 
judgment. In facing new Industrial con- 
ditions, the whole history of the world 
shows that legislation will generally be 
both unwise and Ineffective unless under- 
taken after calm inquiry and with sobe*- 
self-restraint. Much of the legislation di- 
rected-at the trusts would have been ex- 
ceedingly mischievous had it not also been 
entirely" Ineffective. In accordance with .a 
well-known sociological law. the ignorant 
or reckless agitator has been the really ef- 
fective friend of the evils which he has 
been nominally opposing. In dealing vita 
business Interests, for th»- government to 
undertake by crude and ill-considered leg- 
islation to do what may tarn out to t>e 
bad. would be- to incur the risk of suc=i far- 
reaching national disaster that it would be 
preferable to undertake nothing at all. T he 
men who demand the inaiw^ib'e or ttw un- 
desirable serve as the allies of the force? 
with which they are nominally at war. for 
they hamper those who would endeavor to 
find out in 
rational 
fashion what the 
wrongs reallv are and to what extent and 
IB what manner it Is practicable to apply 
. 
All Shis is true: and yet it is also true 
that there are real and strav<» *vi!.-s. on< J>f 
the chief being over-eaphaJizaJlon because 
of its znanv baleful w>se<iue2ces : and a 
resolute and practical effort must Sxr ssade 
to correct these evils. 
There !s a widespread conviction- in tae 
minds of the American people that the 
great corporations known a-5 trusts are _ia 
certain of their features and tendencies 
hurtful to th* general welfare. TJi«s springs 
from a<» spirit of *nvr or uncharitablene^S- 
uor lack of pride in the great industrial 
aehi^venseuts thar have Disced this <-o«atry 
at th*' head of the nations smuggling for 
commercial sunreisacv. It does not re=>r 
uooa a la«-k of intelligent apureciation of 
the ue^-es^itv 
of 
meeting changing and 
ged conditions of trade with n->w 
ods. nor upon Ignorance of the f-tct that 
combSnntiwn of capital in the effort to ac- 
complish sreat things Is . iie<-essary when 
th* world's progress demands that sreat 
thlnss b-? done.

conviction that combination and conc*ii- 
trati->n should li*. not prohibited, but super- 
vised and within 
r--»a<wnab!e limits con- 
trolled : and in my "judgment this, convic- 
tion is right.

It Is no limitation upon property rights 
or freedom of contract to require that when 
men receive from government the ptivi eg-i 
of doing business under corporate form. 
which frees them from individual responsi- 
and enables them to call lnit> their 
. 
enterprises the capita! of the public, they 
shall do so upon ^ab^ohitely truthful repre- 
sentations as to the value of the property 
in which the capital is to be invented. 
Corporations engaged In interstate <,om- 
meree should be regulated if they are 
found to exercise a license working to -the 
imbHe injury. It should be as much the 
aim of those who seek for social better- 
ment to rid the business world of crimes 
of canning as to rid the entire body politic 
ot crimes of violence. Great corporations

Whea we turn from the rasa to the na- 
tion, the harm acne is so great as to ?xc!Ce 
our gravest apprehensions and to demand 
oar wisest acd most resolute action. This

The first essential in determining how 
to deal with the great industrial combina- 
tions is knowledge of the- fact.—pisMu-ity. 
In the interest of the public, the govern- 
ment should have the right to inspect anil 
exam'ae the workings of me great corpor- 
ations engaged In interstate business. 1'ab- 
licity is the only sure remedy which \ve 
can now invoke." What further remedies 
are needed in the way of governmental reg- 
ulation, or taxation, can only be deter- 
mined after publicity has been obtained, by 
process of law. aud in the course of ad- 
ministration. The rirst requisite :s knowl- 
edge, full and complete—knowledge which 
may be made public to the world. 
Artificial bodies, such as corporations 
and joint stock or other asioc.az'ncs. tie- 
pending upon any staraior- law for their 
existence or privileges, should itc subject to 
proper governmental supei^JMcn. and full i 


to be congratulated because of its present 
abounding prosperity. Such, prosperity can 
it is easy enough to destroy It by mis- 
chievous laws, if the hand of the .Lord is 
heavy upon any country, if flood or drought 
comes, human wisdom is powerless to avert 
the calamity. Moreover, no law can guard 
us against the consequences of our own fol- 
ly. The men who are Idle or credulous, 
me men who seek gains not by genuine 
work with head or Hand but by gambling 
In any form, are always a source of meii- 
aiv not only to themselves 'jut to otners. 
If the business world loses its head, it 
loses what legislation cannot supp'y. Fun- 
damentally tSie welfare of each citizen, and 
therefore the we fare of tint aijgrt-g.ite of 
citizens which makes the nation, must rest 
upon individual thrift and energy, resolu- 
tion and Intelligence. .Nothing can take 
the p:ace of this individual capacity: but 
wist- legislation and honest and intelligent 


j adBiinisiratioa^an give it the fullest scope. 
the largest opportunity to work to good ef- 
fect. 


Industrial Combinations. 


The tremendous and highly complex in- 
dustrial development whicu went oa with 
ever accelerated rapidity (luring the latter 
half of the nineteenth century brings us 
face to face, at the beginning of the twen- 
tieth, with very serious social problems. 
The old laws, and the old customs which 


to turn the Inhabited alleys, the existence 
of which Is a reproach to our Capital City, 
Into minor streets, where the inhabitants 
can llv* under -"conditions favorable to 
health and morals. 
American wage-workers work with their 
heads as well as their hsnds. Moreover, 
thev take a keen pride in what they are 
doing: so that. ^Independent ofiithe reward, 
they wish to turn out a perfect job. This 
is the great secret of our success in compe- 
tition with the labor of foreign countries. 
The most vital problem with which this 
countrv. and for that matter the whole 
civilized world, has to deal, is tie problem 
which has for one side the betterment of 
social conditions, moral aud physical, in 
large cities, and for another side th£ effort 
to dea! with that tangle of far-reaching 
questions which we group together when 
we speak of "labor." The chief factor ia 
the success of each man — wage-worker. 
farmer, and capitalist alike — must ever be 
the sum total of his own individual quali- 
ties and abilities- 
Second only ro this 
comes the power of acting in combination 
or association 
with others. Very great 
good has been and will be accomplished by 
associations or unions of wage-workers. 
when managed with forethought, and when 
they combine Insistence upon their own 
rights with law-abiding respect for ihe 
rights of- others. The display of these 
qualities in such bodies is a duty to the 
Italian no less than to the associations 
themselves. Finally, there snust also in 
suatiy cases be action by the government. 
in order to safeguard the rights and In- 
terests of ail. Under our constitution there 
is much more scope for sucfc action by the 
state and'the municipality than the nation. 
Uuc ou points such as those touched oii 
above the national government can act. 
When all is said and «!ou«-. the rule of 
brotherhood remains as the iudispensabit- 
prereouuite to success !u the kind of na- 
tional" life for which we strive. 
Kadi man 
dust work for himself, and unless he so 
works no outside kelp <*au avail him : but 
each men must remember also that he is 
indeed his brother's keeper, and that while 
no man who refuses to walk can be carried 
with advantage to himself or anyone else. 
yet that eacfc at times stumbles or halls. 
that each at limes needs so have lh» help- 
Ing hand outstretched to him.^ To be. per- 
manently effective, aid must 'alwavs lake 
the form of helping a man 10 ke'p himself: 
and we can all best help ourselves by join- 
ing together in the work that is common 
interest to all. 


Defective Immicratlon Laws. 


Our present Immigration laws are un- 
satisiactory. We need every honest and 


for American producis. aad trould provide • hope to do for them Trhat has never before 
an auxiliary force for the navy. ' Ships been done for any people of the troplca— 
work for their owja^-eountrles just as ral>,,-to make them fit for self-government after 
roads work 'lor their terminal points. Ship- 
ping lines. If established to the principal 
countries with which ^we hare dealings. 
would be of political as' well as commercial 
benefit. From every standpoint^ it Is un- 
wise for the United States to continue to 
rely, upon the ships of competing nations 
for the distribution of our goods. It should 
be -made -advantageous to carry American 
goods in American-built ships. 
At present American shippiaj; is under 
certain great disadvantages wiien put in 
competition with the shipping of foreign. 
countries. Many of the fast foreign steam- 
ships. at a speed of fourteen knots or 
above, are subsidized: and all our ships. 
sailing vessels aad steamers alike, cargo 
carriers of s!s>w speed and mail carriers of 
high speed, have to meet tlie fact that the 
original co&t of building American snips is 
greater than is the case abroad: that the 
wages paid American officers and seamen 
are very much higher than those paid the 
officers and seamen of foreign competing 
countries: and that the standard of living 
on our ships is far superior to the stand- 
ard of lirJag on the sh'ips of our commer- 
cial rivals. 
•• Our government should Jake such action 
as will remedy these inequalities. 
The 
Acsericatt, merchant marine should ba re- 
stored to tlie ocean.

Schaick of the Fourth infantry, who was 
out scoatiBS with five men, encountered 
130 boloznen who were returning after 
having sacked the defenseless town of 
Siaraca, near Cavite. Upon seeing the 
Filipinos, Van Schaick ordered his men 
to charge them. Tha command was 
obeyed, and. Van"Schaick being mount- 
ed, reached the insurgents sixty yards in 
advance of his men. hie killed three of. 
them with his revolver. An insurgent 
Sred his riSe point-blank at Van Schaick 
ar focr paces but missed. Lieut. Van 
Schaick was knocked from his horic. He 
jumped to his feet and engaged in a hand- 
to-hand cc-aflict with the enemy, using 
the butt of Bis revolver- He sustained 
two severe wounds, one of which nearly 
severed his Tvrist. At this point the lieu- 
tenant's men arrived, rescued him. and 
put the insurgents to flight- Van Schaick 
is in the military hospital at ManHa, and 
:s doing well. He has already been rec- 
ommended for a medal of honor for brav- 
ery in a previous engagement- 
Gen. Hughes, commander of the de- 
partment of the Visayas, reports that ne- 
gotiations are about completed for the 
surrender of the insurgent leader Sam- 
s&n, oa Bohol island.

Pittsbtsrg. Pa., Xov. 26.— The strike 


for increased wages of all switchmen be- 
longing TO the Switchmen's Union of 
Xorth. America in the Pittsburg district 
-was inaugurated this morning. Officials 
of the union say it affects every road 
entering Pirtsburg except the Pittsbnrg; 
Fort Wayne &. Chicago and Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati- Chicago & St. Louis. There 
are between 600 and 1000 members of 
the local organization and the uniou 
officials claim that the response was 
general. 
In their demands the switchmen askgd 


•for the enforcement of the "standard 
scale of -wages. This calls for 27 cents 
SK. hour for day foremen and conductors. 
the night -men to receive 2 cents more 
per hour, their work being more diJS- 
•cult and dangerous. 
Under the new 
schednle the day helpers and brakemen 
are rated at 25 cents an hour and the 
might men at 27 cents. The switchmen 
claim that the tonnage handled by them 
in this city is much greater than that 
iandled by Bother men in other cities. 
It has been stated by W. G. Lee. first 
-rice-grandmaster, that the Brotherhood 
of Trainmen is not in favor of the strike 
and -mil not endorse it. 
It is iearaed that the strike not onlv 
:. affects Pittsbnrg, but McKee's Hocks. 
McKeesport, Bradcock and adjacent ter- 
ritory. The railroad o-fScials believe they 
will be able to cope with the situation 
and that with the assistance «f the broth- 
erhood traffic -will not be m'ateriai'y af- 
fected. There has not. however, been a 
time in the history of the city -when traf- 
fic in and out of PItisbnrg was so heavy. 
The yards are badly crowded now. The 
strikers say they are overworked on ihis 
account and that they are forced to work 
overtime to keep cars :n motion.

London. Xov. 25.—Unofficial news from 


South Africa shows that the affair in 
which Commandant Buys was captured 
some days nao -was far more serious than 
Lord 
Kitchener's dispatch indicated. 
Lord Kitchener reported noihing beyond 
the fact that Commandant Buys had 
been captured after attacking a patrol of 
100 railroad pioneers. It was really a 
serious affair. 
The facts, as far as known, are that 
ISrobelaar's commando succeeded in sur- 
rounding and capturing a British convoy 
of 100 British Cape railway pioneers. 
Subsoqner.tly Col. Remington came up 
with reinforcements, arid after heavy 
fighting compelled the Boers to retire and 
to release their prisoners. The British 
loss.es included Maj, Fishor killed and 
three officers wounded.

lay required for toe payment of the 
preaeber or magistrate who performs 
the ceremony and the cost of the li- 
cense in such States as require li- 
censes. Any minister, priest or preach- 
er of the gospel in the United Suites 
may solemnize marriages, and in many 
States judges for one or more classes 
of courts may officiate.

half a dozen States, too. justices of the 
peace have the privilege of oSeiaiing 
21 the highly important fant-tic-ri. 


In some parts of the United States 


sue person performing a marriage cere- 
mony must have personal knowledge 
of the identity, names and residence of 
the parties, and inasmuch as such laws 
are enforced in some of the Western 
States where young people frequently 
drive long distances tojje married, the 
stipulation has on occasion caused 
more or less inconvenience. In most of 
the- States two witnesses are required 
to be present at the solemnization of a 
marriage, although in some Susies a 
single witness is sufficient. There is 
still 5u forte in Pennsylvania an old 
la\v which prescribes that twelve wit- 
nesses shall be present, but this ex- 
action is seldom if ever enforced. Per- 
haps the strangest stipulation of all is 
that which appears in the laws of Ten- 
nessee. and is to the effect that the 
validity of a marriage shall be in no- 
wise affected by the omission of the 
baptismal name of either party in the 
license and *he use of a nickname in- 
stead. provided the partses can be iden- 
tified. Any person conversant with the 
conditions prevailing in the mountain 
districts of Teunesseee will appreciate 
the wisdom of this unique proviso. 


Common supposition is to the effect 


that the fee for performing the mar- 
riage ceremony is dependent entirely 
upon the generosity of the bridegroom. 
and it v.-ill doubtless, therefore, sur- 
prise many persons to learn that ia 
several States the law has a hand in 
tae matter. In the old dominion, for 
Instance, there is a statute which pro- 
vides that the person solemnizing a 
marriage Is entitled to a fee of one 
dollar, and that "any person exacting 
a greater fee shall forfeit to the party 
-aggrieved $50." In West Virginia it is 
stipulated that the fee be "at least one 
dollar." and the Idaho law says that 
"the fee shall be ?5. or any other- 
greater sum voluntarily given by the 
parties to such marriage."' In sixteen 
States of the Union a wedded couple 
may obtain a more or less elaborate cer- 
tificate of their marriage.

The slight indentations 
made by The type serve to keep them 
more firmly in place. They slip when 
packed between plain sheets. The Book 
of Common Prayer is also employed for 
the same purpose and the same reason. 


"Gold leaf books are made up from 


the sheets In which they leave

Not a blow has 
been strucSs save here at Natchez; so the 


PIANO OF MUSICAL. STONES. 


After Yean of Search M. Ba-ndre Col 


lectecl the Flints. 


It was a work of years, says I/IHus- 


tration. for M. Baudre to make the col- 


1 lection of flints which constitute his 


geological piano. The stones do not 
belong to the class of resonant rocks 
known as "phonolytes," such as are 
found In Ativergne. not far from Mont- 
Dore, but are fl:nts collected by M. 
Baudre with Infinite toil and search, 
each giving when struck a true musical 
note. 


By accident, while taking a country 


walk one day he picked"up a fiint and, 
chancing to strike It. heard a faint note 
respond to the blow. The Idea took 
hold 
of him to gather, If possible, 


enough flints to form a complete chro- 
matic scale. Difficulties In the searca 
for these stones only increased his ar- 
dor.

Among the wild ducks, as a table de- 


licacy, epicures that are connoisseurs 
give the canvas-back a place of un- 
questionable supremacy. 
Conjointly 


Avith the toothsome terrapin it holds 
the honor of conferring upon Baltimore 
the title of gastronomic capital of the 
nation. Though this idol of the edu- 
cated palate ranges the Atlantic coast 
even to tbe ice-bound regions of the 
north, the odds are overwuelining tbat 
if it be shot outside of Chesapeake Bay 
or the waters of the Susquehann.i as 
they open into ir. the game will be so 
tough and fishy as to be ordered away 
when served. Tbis is through no pe- 
culiar virtue of tbe water ia the bay 
or tributary river, nor is st tbe result of 
climatic influence. 
In the shallows 


there are found vast beds of wild cel- 
ery. Feeding upon it gives to the can- 
vas-back, and also to tbe closely re- 
lated red-bead, tbe exclusive flavor 
which tickles the cultivated taste. As 
a rule genuine sportsmen-there-shoot 
from "blinds."* which are any sort of 
artificial concealment in a boat or on 
shore, and. use decoys, while the mar- 
ket gunners carry on their slaughter 
with the aid of "sink boats" and night 
reflectors. In the wholesale methods 
of destruction employed by those who 
kill to sell-there is little to attract the 
sportsmen: a statement, that is true 
wherever water fowls are shot 


Belonging to tbe same royal family 


with the canvas=bacfc are the mallards 
and teal, found abundantly in many 
States. Xo other ducks are so widely 
and familiarly known as the mallard. 
Before the opening of the spring they 
begin their migration from the South, 
flying swiftly while they travel, yet 
tarrying wherever inviting conditions 
present themselves until instinct as- 
sures them that their destination in the 
far north is 
comfortably habitable. 


Mallards are frequently fcand before 
departing for the south reveling in corn 
fields, grain stubble or wooded places. 
The mallard never affords a daintier 
dish than when fattened from such 
bases of supply. They are shot from 
boats, over decoys and from blinds on 
shore. The sportsman who can call 
them is in luck, and he who knows best 
the ways of the wary duck will bring 
back the most game, for be can find it 
in a snow storm, at the ice holes, in 
the open water or at some of its haunts 
on land. 


Tbe swift-flying Teals, tbe blue-wing- 


ed tbat comes in the earliest fall, and 
the hardier green-winged stays until 
winter has positively asserted itself. 
They are a luxury on the table, but it 


is an old saying that there is no use of 
sending slow shot after them and only 
the Lec-n sportsman brings them in. 
There is the gaily-feathered Wood 
duck. Gadwall. Blue Bill. Black Pated 
and numerous others that can only be 
named In passing. Be sure of your gun. 
your shells, your boar, your decoys, 
your dog and whatever aids to game- 
getting you may have in your equip- 
ment. 


Bagging i he. prairie, chicken In, these 


days is a very difficult proposition from 
tbe old-time easy shooting over a dog 
on the stubble-Selds, and the man who 
brings home birds has earned them. 
The reason of this Is that the prairie 
chic-ken has adapted his habits to his 
surroundings.

"Bob White" can be heard from one 
end of the land to the other. One hard 
winter with deep-crusted snow works 
greater devastation among the quail 
coveys than can all the men with dogs 
and guns that take to the field. The 
farmer boy who pots the quail when 
they go to the stacks and barnyards 


i to feed Is another enemy of tbe quail, 
but he is among the evils against which 


j the law has Intervened and the sturdy 
! little bird must be killed in legitimate 
sport or not at alL You can scarcely 
so amiss In pursuit of quail In case 
you know their ways. If tbe weather 
be fair tbe birds will be on their feed- 
Ing ground at sunrise, among the stub- 


i ble or :n the rag-weed patches. About 
30 they have satisfied their appetites 
and seek tbe sunny side or some covert 
by tbe nearest stream where they can 


cover. If it can locate a fresn meadow 
where tbe soil :s rich and the crop of 
worms prolific, it Is sure to make this 
a feeding ground while the attraction 
remains. You can detect one of these 
haunts by the Inspection of paths or 
other bare spots, for tne snipe leave 
their trail In the tiny holes bored by 
their long bills in the search for food. 
They also frequent the 
vicinity of 


springs aad such portion of marshes 
as are not overgrown with rushes. They 
are not easy to shoot, for they rise in 
a zigzag night, twist angle, dip and 
ascend till they are away In a head- 
long course before any but the experi- 
enced sportsman knows just what be 
should do. Were it not that the wood- 
cock and snipe were fated to disap- 
pear as tbe encroachment of civiliza- 
tion robs them of their restricted feed- 
Ing grounds, they would divide honors 
with the quail in the esteem of the 
banter.

in:/: ore by hand, most of them being 
the wives of the miners. The average 
pay per diem for those e?«jageJ in 
manual labor, says a writer in Engi- 
neering, is 13 cents in silver money 
and a stated quantity of rice and fuel, 
while tbe miners are paid by the quan- 
tity of ore extracted. The furnace and 
shaft men receive from 11 to 30 cents 
per day and the women are pa'd T 
cents.

f ujrar Btet Culture. 


We have not been an advocate of 


•=agar-beet growing because we have 
be!leve<l that a good farmer can grow 
o;Ler crops oa good land with less la- 
bor s hat will bring more aioney. but 
\\e have not tried to injure the busi- 
ne*s, as a Ueruiaa paper would do 
when it says, "Plow in the spring, re- 
gardiess> of mud aud water. Siop every 
drain that may be carrying the water 
away from tlie beet fields. Fall plow- 
ing Is ro retain the moisture.1 -Spring 
plow:ng must aim to secure every bit 
of moisture for the beet field." We 
Lave grown some sugar beets, not for 
the factory, but for stock feeding, aud 
we would say to any one growing for 
either purpose do not plow or sow the 
seed until the ground is dry and firm. 
To plow "regardless of mud and water" 
•win insure a small crop of beets that 
are scarcely worth feeding to the cow 
or pigs. Fall plowing should be done 
to relieve the land of moisture and not 
to retain it, and thus it should be, when 
it Is possible, up and down the side 
hills instead of around them, that-the 
water may be drained off by the bot- 
tom of the furrow, below the earth that 
is turned over. As we never visiietl 
Germany we will not say the advice I? 
not good there, but we know of 110 part 
of the United States where we think it 
would be good. But we will give a 
irttle bit of what v.-e think is better 
advice. If you grow sugar beets do 
not sell them at §4 or $5 a ton. wl>ea 
you have cattle or hogs to feed them to. 
unless yon can get back all the pomace 
made froni them.—Xew England Hoiae- 
siead. 


To Kill Injects. 


It may not be generally known thsr 


skim milk or buttermilk readily mixes 
with kerosene, forming an emulsion, 
which destroys insects without danger 
or injury to animals or plants on which 
they might be that might result - om 
the use of pure oil aud water, says the 
American. Cultivator. We first learned 
of this from using this mixture for the 
scale insect, or mite, which causes 
scaly legs on fowls. We found that one 
or two dippings or washings with it 
would cure the worst case of scaly leg 
and leave the skin as smooth as when 
first hatched. We never had occasion, 
to try it for lousy animals, for we nev- 
er had-one. but we do not hesitate to 
recommend it. and ,we have lately seen, 
its 
use advised for ticks on sheep, 


using a gill of kerosene TO one gallon 
of milk. We did not make our mixture 
so ttrong of kerosene as that, but per- 
haps the larger tick may need a strong- 
er application than an insect so small 
as to be scarcely visible to the naked 
eye. 


Textlnc feed. 


The result of test? made by compe- 


tent men tvith samples of seeds sent 
to the Buffalo Exposition proves two 
things: First, the necessity for care on 
the part of farmers in buying seeds 
only from reputable seedsmen, 
and. 


second, the desirability of testing nil 
seeds during the winter, that the loss 
of both seed and crop may be avoided. 
In the tests referred to the percentage 
of good seed wss very low in the ma- 
jority of ca.<=e.«. With some samples 
the good seed was found to be only 
snout 20 per cent of the whole. In one 
test of orchard grass sold at -S5 per 
hundred pounds, the good seed -was 
only 16.5 per cent of the whole, mak- 
ing the real cost of" the good seed 
S3S-46 per handred pounds. It is true 
the original price of S3 per hundred 
pound's is low. bat the result ought to 
have been better even then.

Ho-.v can be produced hens that will 


lay 20O eggs per annum? By sciectinc 
-breeding, as for a good butter cow or a 
cow milker, or for a good trotter or 
high jumping horse. Experiments have 
been 'made to increase the number of 
rows of corn on the cob with success. 
The same method is applicable to poul- 
try breeding. We will start with a hen 
that lays 1^0 eggs. Some of her chicks 
will lay ISO per year. From these we 
will pick out layers and so on until 20O 
or better are the result. At the same 
time it is just as essential to breed out 


I of males from prolific layers, as it is the 
females: in fact, it is'tnore so. If we 
iook-aftei' the breeding of the--females, 
only we "will introduce on the male side 
blood which is lacking in profieieai.-y. 
and thus check every attempt in prog- 
ress. It is ju<!t as essential that the 
male should be from the hen which lays 
175 eggs and from a male that was bred 
from a hen that laid 150 eggs, as it is 
that the hen should be from one that 
laid 175 eggs and whose mother laid 
150 eggs.—Poultry Herald. 


About SeUIns Apples. 


If apples are sold to commission men 


or fruit dealers it is best to consult 
them as to The time and manner of 
picking, grading and packing, says 
Farmers' Tribune. They are familiar 
vv-ith the wants of the trade and know- 
best how to meet its demands. A-large 
«,-rop of good winter apples can some- 
times be disposed of to the best advan- 
tage by selling in the orchard for a 
lump sum. This obviates the work and 
worry of marketing, and holding such 
a perishable crop for higher prices is 
risky business- It is not apt to pay 
unless one is a goo,d judge of the. mar- 
ket and the fruitjs well stored. Where 
the apples are sold on the trees one 
should be able to correctly estimate the 
quantity of apples on a tree and kaow 
the highest price which they will com- 
mand on the market- But however the 
crop is sold, it is well for the orchard- 
ist to have the picking under his con- 
trol, as trees are often injured, limbs 
broken, etc. 


i" ia Feedine Sirilt. 


Swine that are fed on hotel swill and 


kitchen slops often become victims of 
a sickness showing much the same 
symptoms as those of hog cholera. The 
animals suffer from diarrhea and par- 
tial paralysis, and nearly all of those 
attacked die. The trouble is caused by 
the presence of a quantity of alkaline 
soaps in such swill, which poisons the 
swine. It is never safe to feed hotel 
swill, and it is safe to feed kitchen 
slops only when we know that no quan- 
tity of Soap has become mired with it. 
—-Farm Journal. 


Fertiliztnir Hon<«e Plant*. 


The following formula is one of the 


best mixtures for house plants, and the 
ingredients may be obtained, at any 
drug store at small expense: Sodium
